The department of justice has au- 
thorized the United States district 
attorney for the western district of 
Texas to appeal from the dismissal 
of an indictment against Represen- 
tative Harry M. Wurzbach, charg- 
ed with violating Section 118 of the 
criminal 
code 
prohibiting 
any 


member of congress or government 
employee from soliciting contribu- 
tions for political purposes. 


Wurzbach, who was charged with 


accepting contributions while 
he 
was seeking eleation as a represen- 
tative from the Fourteenth congres- 
sional district, filed a demurer to 
the indictment which was upheld 


, by the district court. 


Did Not Cover Case. 
The court held the words "For 


any political purpose whatever," in 
Section 118 of the 
criminal code 


wer not intended by congress 
to 


include such cases as Wurzbach's. 
The court ruled further that If con- 
gress did intend that words 
"fjr 


any political 
purpose 
whatever" 


phould cover such political cases at 
that of Wurzbach, "Then that stat- 
ute in question to that'extent 
is 


probably unconstitutional." 


The department authorized 
an 


appeal on grounds the section of 
the criminal code in question is not 
F. nattempt to regulate conduct of 
primary elections, but to declare 
unlawful certain acts "when per- 
formed by senators and represen- 
tatives in consress or officers 
or 


employees of the United States." 


In 
announcing the 
Wurzbach 
case would be appealed the depart- 
ment said it considered it import- 
ant that the validity and meaning 
of federal statutes relating to solic- 
iting or receiving of funds for any 
political purpose by members 
of 


congress or other persons in the 
employ of the United States should 
be settled definitely by the highest 
court of the United States.

DEATH SENTENCE 


ROBERT F. BLAKE, CONVICT- 
ED OF MURDER, MUST DIE 


EARLY FRIDAY MORNING 


AUSTIN, April 18. (AP) 


—Governor Moody will not 
stop the 
electrocution of 


Robert F. Blake, sentenced 
to die in the electric chair at 
Huntaville tonight, he said 
at noon. 


Two brothers, the mother and 


wife of the condemned man, plead- 
ed with the governor for more than 
an hour. When they left the gov- 
ernor's office the women were al- 
most hysterical and the brothers 
were greatly agitated. 


Governor Moody was so moved 


by the appeal that he refused to 
see anyone after the interview. He 
sent 
word- 
to 
newspapermen* 


through his secretary, Pat Dough- 
erty, that he would not commute 
the death sentence. 


L. M. Blake of Dallas. Robert's 


brother, aaid he felt sure the gov- 
ernor would not take any action. 


"He said he would not grant a. 


further reprieve," 
Blake stated; 


"that if he took any action what- 
ever he would commute my brother 
'to fffe impTtsonrriefft." 


Blake laid his brother's plight to 


narcotics. 
He said that while he 


was a student In the Amarillo high 
school he became an addict and 
quit his studies to obtain a job in 
drder to purchase drugs. 


"We are not convinced he com- 


mitted the crime he hns been con- 
victed 
of. either," 
Blake 
said. 


There was only circumsctantial 
evidence against him. 
The pistol 


:hat fired the fatal bullet belonged 
.o another man." 


Blake was convicted of the mur- 


der 
of 
Fred 
Connor, 
a Tulia, 


Swisher county, automobile sales- 
man. 
Robbery was the theory of 


:he state. Conner's body was found 
along the highway, and his autonio- 
sile was 
abandoned 
in Lubbock. 


Blake was not arrested for some 
time after the alleged crime was 
committed. 


Gov. 
Moody has granted Blake 


three reprieves while he investi- 
gated the case. Blake's mother is 
Mrs. J. H. Blake of Amarillo, and 
the other brother is W. L. Blake of 
Amarillo.

debenture plan, in addition to us- 
ing the revolving fund, as a means 
of controlling surpluses of farm 
crops. 
Under the house measure 


the board would be composed of »ix 
members while the senate measure 
suggests a board of 12.

Vision—the gift of see- 
Ing first things as first; of discern- 
ing between the permanent and the 
transitory, and the ability to know 
the real, which IB spiritual, from 
the unreal, which is carnal—that is 
the salvation of a nation, as of 
person. 


Thundering Down the Ajrei. 
Loudest and clearest of all the 
prophet trumpet tones which liave 
come sounding down through the 
ages is the voice of the oft-repect- 
ed seer of Israel, Isaiah, son of 
Amoz, the aristocrat who strode 
barefoot and almost naked through 
his land, calling out eternal truths 
which his time did not understand 
and would not heed.

which are spiritual. To him it was 
given to set forth, in a period of 
national crisis, the character of the 
living God, as the only hope of the 
people. The Jews persisted in pin- 
ning their hope upon Egypt or As- 
syria or Babylonia: Isaiah's reiter- 
ited word was that God alone was 
the nation's defense and succor. 
A modern translator, Dr. Moffatt, 
mparts a special significant 
to 
:his, and other passages, by trans- 
iting the namd of the "Lord us 
'The Eternal," thus conveying the 
idea of the timeless greatness of 
the Creator. The fortunes of the 
Chosen People were transitory; but 
their God was the changeless Eter- 
nal. 
This sense of the exaltedness 


ind all-power and all-wisdom of 
God 
breathes 
through Isaiah's 
arophecy. Over against man's lit- 
tleness he sets Jehovah's greatness- 
against human fallibility, Divine 
wisdom. 


After all, man's deepest need is 


for a great God. Our own little 
philosophies do not satisfy in the. 
dark days. When a person enters 
the valley of the shadow, he wants

DISCLOSES PLANS 


AT INAUGURATION 


WILL BASE CANDIDACY ON 


RECORD AS MAYOR OF 


BAYOU CITY 


HOUSTON, April 46.— 


(AP)—Oscar F. Holbombe, 
four times mayor of Hous- 
ton, today dramatically an- 
nounced his candidacy for 
governor in the 1920 demo- 
cratic primary. 


The former mayor made a brief 


announcement speech 
just 
after 
administering the oath of office to 
his successor, 'Walter 
E. 
Mon- 
teith. 
"I now assume the 'role of a pri- 
vate citizen and I want to say to 
you, Judge Monteith, that I hope 
the next time I am addressed as a 
public official it will be as govern- 
'or, for I now announce my candi- 
dacy for the high office of govern- 
or of the great state of Texas," 
Holcombe said, and walked out. 
Houston's first entry in the gu- 
bernatorial derby was at the helm 
of city affairs for eight years. He 
was defeated for rfnomination In 
December by Monteith. 
In a more complete 
announce- 


ment to representatives 
of the 
press, Holcombe said 
he would 


base his campaign on'his record as 
Houston's mayor and "the construc- 
tive views I shall present to the 
people. 


"I believe the people of Texas 
want the same constructive policies 
applied to the state government 
•which my administration has 
ap- 


plied to the growth and develop- 
ment of Houston," he said. 
Mr. Holcombe asserted he would 
await the proper time to outline 
his platform. He stressed the need 
of co-operation between the govern- 
or, and the legislature and asserted 
ne blieved he could obtain that co- 
operation. 
Mayor Holcombe was born 
in 


• Alabama and came to Texas when 


he was three years old, the family 
settling in San Antonio.

WASHINGTON, Apr. 16. 


(AP)—Here is the full text 
of President Hover's mes- 
sage to the special session of 
congress. 


To the Congress of the United 
States: 


I have called this special ses- 


sion of congress to 
redeem two 


pledges given in the last election— 
farm relief and limited changes in 
the tariff. 


The difficulties of the agricul- 


tural industry arise out of a multi- 
tude of causes. A heavy indebted- 
ness was inherited by the industry 
from the deflation processes 
of 


1920. Disorderly and wasteful meth- 
ods of marketing have developed. 
The growing specialization in the 
industry has for years been in- 
creasing the proportion of products 
that now leave the farm and, In 
consequence, prices have been un- 
duly depressed by congested mar- 
Keting at theh varvest or by the 
occasional climatic surpluses. Rail- 
way rates have necessarily increas- 
ed. There has been a growth of 
competition in the world markets 
from countries that enjoy cheaper 
labor or more nearly virgin soils. 
There was a great expansion of 
production from our marginal lands 
during the war, and upon these 
profitable enterprise under normal 
conditions can not be maintained. 
Meanwhile their continued output 
tends to aggravate the situation. 
Local taxes have doubled and 
in 


some cases trebled. Work animals 
have been steadily replaced 
by 


mechanical appliances, thereby de- 
creasing the consumption of farm 
products. 
There are many other 


contributing causes. 


The general result has been that 
our agricultural industry has not 
kept pace in prosperity or stand- 
ards of living1 with other lines of 
industry.

PARIS, Aril 18.—CIV-How to rec- 
oncile Germany's reparations offer, 
understood to be about two-thirds 
of the bill resented by the allied 
experts as their minimum demands, 
was the formidable task undertak- 
en today by a sub-committee of 
the reparations experts commis- 
sion. 


The German offer was estimated 


to have a present value of from 
24,000,000,000 to 26,000,000,000 gold 
marks (between $5,760,000,000 and 
$6,240,000,000) to be paid in thirty- 
seven annuities, while the allied 
claims have been estimated to have 
a present Value of between 40,000,- 
000,000 and 48,000,000,000 gold marks 
(between $9,600,000 and $11,520,000,- 
000' to be paid in fifty-eight annu- 
ities.

most successfully brought about. 
Because of the multitude of causes 
and because agriculture is not one 
industry but a score of industries, 
we are confronted not with a sin- 
gle problem alone but a great num- 
ber of problems. Therefore there 
is no single plan or principle that 
can be generally applied. Some of 
the forces working to the detri- 
ment of agriculture can be greatly 
mitigated by improving our water- 
way transportation; some of them 
by readjustment 
of 
the tariff; 


some by better understanding and 
adjustment of 
production needs; 


and some by improvement in the 
methods of marketing. 


An effective tariff upon agricul- 


tural ' products, that will compen- 
sate the farmer's higher costs and 
higher standards of living, has a 
dual purpose. 
Such a tariff not 


only protects the farWr In our 
domestic market but it also stimu- 
lates him to diversify his crops 
and to grow products that he could 
not otherwise produce, and thus 
lessens his dependence upon ex- 
ports to foreign markets. The great 
expansion 
of 
production abroad 


under the conditions I have men. 
tioned renders foreign competition 
in our export markets increasingly 
serious, it 
seems but 
natural, 


therefore, 
that 
the 
American 


farmer, having been greatly handi- 
capped in his foreign market by 
such competition from the-younger 
expanding 
countries! should ask 


that foreign access to our domestic 
market should be regulated by tak- 
ing into account the differences in 
our costs of production. 


• Special Mandate. 


The government has a special 


mandate from the recent election, 
not only to further develop our wa- 
terways and revise the agricultur- 
al tariff, but also to extend syste- 
matic relief in other directions. 


I have long held -that the multi- 


plicity of causes of agricultural de- 
pression could only be met by the 
creation of a great Instrumentality 
clothed with sufficient authority 
and resources to assist our farm- 
ers to meet these problems, each, 
upon its own merits. The creation 
of such an agency would at once 
transfer the agricultural question 
from the field of politics into the 
realm of economics and would re- 
sult in constructive action. 
The 


administration is pledged to cre- 
ate an instrumentality that will in- 
vestigate the causes, find sound 
remedies, and have the authority 
and resources to apply those reme- 
dies. 


Reorganize Marketing System 
The pledged purpose of such a 


federal farm board Is the reorgan- 
ization of the marketing system on 
sounder and more stable and more 
economic lines. 
To do 
this the 


board will require funds to assls' 
in creating and sustaining farmer- 
agencies for a variety of purposes 
such as the acquisition of adequate 
warehousing and other facilities 
for marketing; adequate working 
capital to be advanced against com 
moriities lodged for storage; neces- 
sary and prudent advances to cor- 
porations created and 
owned by 


farmers' marketing 
organizations 


for the purchase and orderly mar- 
keting of surpluses occasioned by 
climatic variations or by harves 
congestion; to authorize the ere 
ation 
and 
support 
of 
clearing 


houses, especially for 
perishablt 


products, 
through 
which, under 


producers' 
approval, 
cooperation 


can be established with distribut 
ors and processors to more orderly 
marketing of commodities and for 
the elimination of many wastes in 
distribution; and to provide for 11 
censing of handlers of some perish 
able products so as to cllmlnati 
unfair practices. 
Every penny o: 


waste between farmer and con

that 
we 
can eliminate 


whether it arises from methods o 
distribution or 
from 
hazard or 


speculation, will be a gain to both 
farmer and consumer. 


In addition to these special pro- 


visions in the direction of improv- 
ed returns, the board should be or-

as to need in production, to devise 
methods for elimination of unprof- 
itable marginal lands and their

courses can lead only to bureau- 
cracy and 
domination:- 
Govern- 


ment funds should not be loaned or 
facilities duplicated where

services or credit and facilities are 
available at reasonable rates. No 
activities should be set In motion 
that will result in increasing 
the 


surplus production, as such will 
defeat any plans or relief. 


The most progressive movement 


In all agriculture has been the up- 
building of the farmer's own mar- 
keting organizations, which 
now 


embrace nearly two million farm- 
ers in membership and annually 
distribute $2,500,000,000 worth of 
farm products. These 
organiza- 


tions have acquired experience in 
virtually every branch of their in- 
dustry, and furnish a substantial 
basis upon which to build further 
organization; 
Not all these mar- 


keting organizations, 
are farmer 


owned or farmer controlled. 
In 


order to strengthen and not to un- 
dermine them, all proposals 
for 


governmental assistance should ori- 
ginate with such organizations and 
be the result of their application. 
Moreover by such bases of organ- 
ization the government will be.re- 
moved' from engaging in the busi- 
ness of agriculture. 


Cannot Be Cured In Day 


The' difficulties 
of agriculture 


cannot be cured in a day; they can 
not all be cured by legislation; they 
can not be cured by the federal 
government alone. But farmers and 
their «rganizations can be assisted 
to 
overcome these 
inequalities. 


Every effort of this character is 
an experiment, and we shall find 
from our experience the way to 
further advance. We must make a 
start. With 
the 
creation of a 


great instrumentality of this char- 
acter, of a strength and Importance 
equal to that of those which we 
have created 
for 
transportation 


and banking, we give immediate as- 
surance of the determined purpose 
of the government to meet the dif- 
ficulties of 
which 
we are now 


aware, and to create an agency 
through which constructive action 
for the future will be assured. 
In this treatment of this prob- 


lem we recognize the responsibility 
of the people .as a whole, and we 
shall lay the foundation for a new 
day in agriculture; from which we 
shall preserve to the nation the 
great values of its individuality and 
strengthen our whole national fab- 
ric. 


Tariff Readjustments. 
In considering the tariff for oth- 
er industries than agriculture, we 
find that there have been econom- 
ic shifts 
necessary 
a 
readjust- 


ment of some of the tariff sched- 
ules. Seven years of 
experience 


under the tariff bill enacted In 1922 
have demonstrated the wisdom of 
congress in the enactment of that 
measure. On the 
whole 
it has 


worked 
well. 
In the main our 


wages have been maintained 
at 
high levels; our exports and im- 
ports have steadily increased; with 
some exceptions our manufacturing 
Industries have been prosperous. 
Nevertheless, economic 
changes 
have taken place during that time, 
whicH have placed certain domes- 
tic products at a disadvantage and 
new industries have come into be- 
ing, all of which creates the neces- 
sity for some limited changes in 
the schedules and in the adminis- 
trative clauses of the laws as writ- 
ten in 1922. 
It would seem to me that the test 


of necessity for revision is in the 
main whether there has been a sub- 
stantial slackening of activity 
in 
an Industry during the past few 
years, and a consequent decrease of 
employment due to insurmountable 
competition in the products o£ that 
industry. It is not as if we were 
setting up a new basis of protec- 
tive duties. We did 
that ^even 


years /ago. What we need to rem- 
edy now is whatever 
substantial 
loss of employment may have re- 
sulted from shifts since that time. 


No Discrimination Involved. 
No discrimination against any 


foreign industry 
is involved in 


equalizing the difference in costs of 
production at home and abroad and 
thus taking from foreign producers 
the advantages they derive " from 
paying lower wages to labor. In- 
deed, such 'equalization is not only 
a measure of social justice at home, 
but by the lift it gives to our stan- 
dards of living we Increase the de- 
mand for those goods from abroad 
that we do not ourselves produce. 
In a large sense we have learned 
that the cheapening of the toller 
decreases rather 
than promotes 


permanent prosperity because it re- 
duces the consuming power of the 
people.

MASKED MENWRECK STRIKE 
HEADQUARTERS AND RE- 
LIEF STORE IN GASTONIA 


GASTONIA, N. C., April 18.—Ml 


—Strike headquarters of the 
Na- 
tional Textile Workers Union, from 
which union organizers have been 
directing a strike «t the Loray 
mill, was demolished today by a 
band of masked men. 
A relief store, established by the 


union next door to the headquar- 
ters building also was destroyed. 
So far as could be learned, no- 
body was Injured, although reports 
told of several fist fights and the 
firing of scattered shots. 
County and national guard offi- 
cers, who are guarding the mill 
property, said they had no clues as 
to the perpetrators. Union leaders, 
including; Fred Krwln Beal, organ- 
izer for the National Textile work- 
ers union, who called the strike 
and who has been directing It, and 
George P.ershing, staff employee of 
the Daily Worker, New York com- 
munist organ, could not be located. 


All Wore Masks. 
Persons who saw the crowd of 


men make kindling wood of the 
two buildings said they numbered 
several dozen. 
AH wore 
white 


masks. 
- The strike at the Loray 
mill, 
owned and operated by the Man- 
ville-Jenckes company of PaWtuck- 
et, Rhode Island, was called three 
weeks ago. On th« first day dis- 
orders, which threatened to turn 
into serious riots, 'caused national 
guardsmen to be ordered to the 
scene. 
The attack started without warn- 


ing about 2 a, m 
The headquar- 
ters building and the grocery store 
were located just off the property 
of the 
mill 
company. 
National 


guardsmen at the Loray mill five 
blocks distant were awakened by 
the crash of axes and hammers, 
breaking plate glass windows in 
the store and hacking: down walls 
of the headquarters. 
Failed to Locate Trouble. 
For a short time after the'ttttack 
started the guardsmen could not 
locate the trouble. 
A number of 
shots were fired about the milt, ap- 
parently to give the alarm. 
Major Paul R. Younts, executive 


officer, and Captain E. C. Boyette, 
Jr.. commanding the Hornet's Nest 
riflemen, were the first officers to 
reach the scene. They sent an ur- 
fent call for guardsmen to Major 
3. B. Dolly, in command of the 
troops. 
Ten persons who said they were 
sleeping in .the union headquarters 
at the time of the attack were ar- 
rested by the troops. Later three 
others were arrested, but two soon 
were released.

basis for action many secondary 
changes in tariff can well'be left 
to action by the commission, which 
at the same time will give complete 
security to industry for the future. 


Weakness Develops. 
Furthermore, considerable weak- 


nesses on the administrative side of 
the tariff have developed, especially 
in the valuations for assessments 
of duty. There are cases of under- 
valuations that are difficult to dis- 
cover without access to the books 
of foreign manufacturers, 
which 


they are reluctant to offer. 
This 


has become also a-great source of 
friction abroad. There is increas- 
ing shipment of goods on consign- 
ment, particularly by foreign ship- 
pers to concerns that they control 
In the United States, and this prac- 
tice makes valuations difficult to 
determine.

be furnished by the treasury and 
proposed safeguards for the Instru- 
mentalities and activities to be 
created under the farm relief act. 


"There should be no fee or tax

ORLANDO, Fla., April IS.-r-WV- 


Vigorous control 
already 
having 


been applied and four companies of 
state troops ordered mobilized to 
reinforce the quarantine, Florida 
officials felt more confident today 
they would be able lo exterminate 
the Mediterranean fruit fly within 
an area now Infested. 


Discovery several days 
ago of 
the pest in an area approximately 
12 miles north and south and six 
miles east and west In Orange and 
parts of Lake and Semlnole coun- 
ties, moved the state plant board 
and federal Inspectors to set Into 
motion machinery fqr eradication. 


A strict quarantine was clamped 


on the infested area, and no ship- 
ments of fruits and vegetables will 
be allowed from that section. Clean 
up work was started in the groves, 
fruit being destroyed with quick 
lime and trees sprayed.

fly In Florida. 


Tho insect expert said (hat while 


he believed the government would 
act speedily to check tho spread of 
the fly. a state quarantine against 
importation of Florida fruit likely 
would be established if ample ac- 
tion for the protection of 
Texas 


fruit growers were not taken by 
federal authorities. 


State Commissioner of Agricul- 


ture George B. Terrell, is cloaked 
with authority to place a ban on 
the delivery 
In 
Texas cities of 


Florida-grown fruit if this measure 
is deemed.necessary, Delcurto ex- 
plained. 
In this event the special 


session of the 
41st 
legislature, 


which meets Monday, would be ask- 
ed for an emergency appropriation 
to meet the situation. 
Fruit al- 


ready shipping from the infected 
zone would be carefully chocked so 
that none would be placed on the 
market in this state, Lnlcurto said. 


Growers in the Rio Grande vol- 


ley, 
citrus fruit district of Texas, 


have deluged the state department 
of agriculture with telegrams ask- 
ing 
that steps be taken to pre- 


vent the fly from spreading 
to 


this state. The South Texus crop 
this year will total approximately 
$4.000,000 in value. 


The fruit fly will attack 72 fruits 


and plants, statistics in the depart- 
ment of agriculture reveal. Includ- 
ed in the list is cotton. Delcurto 
said that while the flies had been 
found on cotton, citrus fruits suf- 
fered chiefly.

for strength," 


Mrs. Duguid said. "If we are pow- 
erless, I draw the conclusion that 
we have not prayed as we should." 


Makes Suggestions. 


She stated that she was glad to 


see that this group of women had 
tackled the 
inter-racial 
problem 
that is confronting the American 
people today, and that they are do- 
ing more to interest the uninterest- 
ed women of the church in Mission- 
ary Societies. 
She 
recommended 


that the women be "loving, lovable 


and loved" before they attempt to 
Interest 
the uninterested women. 


Mrs. Duguid urged the establish- 
ing of prayer groups in all of the 
executive committees, as it is here 
where many of the women find th'e 
power to serve. She recommend- 
ed that the ladies co-operate with 
the officers in making their socie- 
ty democratic. 


The Field Executive told of sev- 


eral incidents where diplomacy was 
used to interest outside people to 
come into the societies. Mrs. Du- 
guid closed her talk by citing the 
following quotation from the Bi- 
ble: 
"Come—follow me 
into 
the 


prayer house and I will make you 
what you should be." 
In her speech, Mrs. Burma urged 


the ladies of the Waco Presbyterial 
to co-operate with the new presi- 
dent. She stated that this was ab- 
solutely necessary if they wished 
to have a better society. She ask- 
ed all of the ladles to pay particu- 
lar attention to the letters that 


were written to them, and to an- 
swer them promptly. She thanked 
the ladies of the Presbyterial for 
the co-operation that they had giv- 
en her during her six-year presi- 
dential term.

"Making Every Year Young Peo- 
ple's Year" was the subject of a 
short talk given by Mrs. G. W. Mc- 
Whirter, of Waxahachie.
